- Senate condemns Whitmore,

votes no confidence in Burns

The Student Senate, last Monday, passed 
resolution condemning ASSSC President 
Steve Whitmore and voting no confidence 
in Student Senate Chairman Scott Burns. 


There was talk during the preceding 
week of impeachment proceedings against 
both Whitmore and Burns, but those in the 
Student Senate decided to settle for con- 
demnation ; ‘solutions. 


The resolution condemning Steve Whit- 
more, introduced by Steve Flinn and passed 
by a vote of 50 to 2 with 5 abstaining, 
made five allegations against him: (1) 
“instituting his veto of the election Co- 
ordinator’s order to hold the student body 
election held on the 22nd and 23rd’’ in 
violation of ASSSC Statute which states, 
‘amendments to the election shall not be 
made during a campaign.”’ It was not made 
precisely clear just how Whitmore 
attempted to amend the election code. (3) 
“For retaining John Posweil as ASSSC 
attorney of record without first obtaining 
the prior approval of the Board of Fiscal 
Matters and the Studert Senate. 2’ 
“For attempting to make valid a statute 
. . »which the Senate did not pass. . -by 
affixing his signature’ to that statute. 
It was explained that this was a clerical 
error since that particular statute 
accidentally was placed among various 
statutes which were passed, that Whitmore 
signed them all, and that when the error 
was discovered, the invalid statute was 
promptly removed from the statute books. 
The Student Senate did not see fit to remove 


the allegation from the list. And (5) 
“for attempting to disrupt (and suc- 
cessfully) the student body elections bzid 
on the 22nd and 23rd of April. ..’’ This 
was apparently referring to Whitmore’s 
‘eaflet opposing the election and other such 
acts. No such disruptive effects were 
pointed out by any of the Senators. 


There was another resolution of no 
confidence, also authored by Steve Flinn 
and passed by 6 to 2 with 4 abstentions, 
which stated that “the Senate lacks con- 
fidence in Mr. Burns’ ability to lead 
this Senate. . .and seriously doubts whether 
he has demonstrated the capability to obey 
and follow the rules, regulations, and pro- 
cedures. . .Subsequently, the ASSSU 
Student Senate asks Mr, Burns (o resign 
as Senate Chairman.”’ 


The reasons given were Burns alleged 
lack of judgment in running for president 
when he knew months in advance that he 
wasn’t qualified, and his signing of 
the same statute that wasn’t passed 
by the Student Senate. 


In commenting on the no confidence 
vote, Seott Burns stated, “There are 
probably enough legitimate grievances to 
have hung me. But the Senate is so 
innocuous and so incapable of doing any- 
thing properly that, instead of ferreting 
out legitimate evidence, they’ve resorted 
to distorted half-truths and superfluous 
accusations.”’ 

Other actions taken by the Student 
Senate include, the approval of the Open 
Letter to the students of ASSSC which 
was printed in yesterday’s Hornet, This 


was submitted the day before the Senate 
passed it. 


They also heard a report onthe College 
Union by Fred Meyer, member of the 
College Union Committee. He stated that, 
‘Contrary to popular opinion, the College 
Union was making progress. As of now, 
the Board of Trustees have approved our 
proposa!.”” Admitting that the College 
Union was somewhat behind schedule, 
he reassured the Senate that, ‘‘We are 
not so far behind that one could say that 
we’re in desperation.”’

Goodbye distant view 


Goodbye to the distant view. No longer will 
journalists be able to stand back and report a 
situation from the impartial angle. Nor have they 
ever been able to do so. This is most definitely 
not a fault of their own manufacture. 

How did such a situation arise? Sensistivity to an 
age of awareness, where everyone is at once an 
individual and a member of a distinct group, seems 
to be the key to the unfortunate riddle. Existence in 
our age, particularly in America, is dependent upon 
aligning oneself with a distinct group and pursuing the 
predetermined goals of that group to a successful end. 
That these goals are sometimes non-essential to the 
group’s success is no fault of those responsible for 
reporting them. Neither is the fact that the failures 
of these goals, as reported by the responsible press, 
is the fault of the press. 

That distinct groups should find in themselves a 
need to pick on the press for an issue, lacking real 
direction themselves, speaks against the very ideals 
motivating these groups in their struggle to succeed. 
This method of organizing unity within the group is 
akin to the street corner mob-inspiring speeches which 
create a sense ofunity among individuals who basically 
need not be worried with the problem at hand. What 
this leads to is a tension-filled situation. Resolution 
can come about only if both sides realize the necessity 
of calm and intelligent discussion of the specific issue. 
If this method is stressed, the distant and impartial 
view of both sides is brought into the open, by- 
passing and over-shadowing those emotions which 
lead to heated arguments and sometimes violence, 
followed in turn by retaliation. 

Years of tradition leading tothis sensitivity between 
groups cannot be eradicated in one day. Realization 
of this fact is important for all groups because 
understanding an incident in which this happens could 
be an important step leading to a solutionof the prob- 
lem. Neither party is at fault, yet sides are 
taken. Why? Reasonable human beings will ponder 
this question before taking a violent stand.

The politics of 
educational leadership

The career of the college or university president who undertakes 
such educational leadership will, of cgurse, be precarious. Since his 
function is to overcome, rather than avoid the current polarities in 
regard to higher education, he must of necessity expose himself at 
every turn. To be capable of this, he must be secure in his personality 
and able to consider himself expendable inhis position. He must derive 
his highest satisfactions not from his official title, but from what it may 
enable him to contribute to the vital educational and cultural processes 
in which his institution is engaged. 


Renewal of enterprise 


As I have pointed out, there is indeed much to be done. We urgently 
need educational leadership to spark and facilitate the continuing renewal 
of our enterprise. And we need it to protect higher education from the 
distortive inroads being attempted against its essential principles from 
both on campus and off. Yet thisnew dimension of academic governance 
cannot widely materialize until the reasons for its necessity are more 
fully faced upto and its exercise is permitted, welcomed and encouraged 

Eventually, if and when a new consensus about the aims of higher 
education and a new order of appropriate relationships can be rebuilt, 
the present importance of educational leadership will undoubtedly di- 
minish and a more routine kind of governance will again suffice. But as 
one looks at higher education and our society today, that time still 
appears a considerable way off. indeed, the present need for educational! 
leadership might not be as pressing, had it not so long remained un 
recognized and unmet

Registration now for 
English screening test 


The English Screening Test will 
be held on Thursday, May 7, from 
2 to 4 p.m. in Administration 267. 

The purpose of the screening 
examination is to determine 
whether prospective English ma- 
jors and minors are achieving 
suitable, proficiency in writing. 
The test, normally taken at the 
end of the sophomore year, acts 
as a check point. If test results 
indicate that sufficient skill in 
writing has not yet been attained, 
the student will be asked to con- 
fer with his advisor about steps 
that may be taken to improve, 
For instance, a student may be 
advised to take a further course 


in English composition, 


Transfers with junior or senior 
standing are required to take the 
test early in the first semester 
they are enrolled. Exempt are 
students who have earned a ‘‘B”’ 
or better in either English 1A or 
1B, as well as students who have 
passed English 180, advanced 
composition, with a grade of “*C’’ 
or better. 


English majors and minors who 
wish to take the exam should 
register in Douglass Hall 105 im- 
mediately.

We propose a critical analysis 
of these institutions in hopes of 
bringing about changes directed 
toward the student’s interests. We 


are not satisfied with the services © 


provided by the !lornet Book Store. 
We want a book store that provides 
discount prices for students and 
that competes with community ser- 
vices. At present, students can 
purchase many items off campus 
at lower prices. 

We feel that the cafeteria is 
not providing acceptable food at 
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reasonable prices. We do not 
intend to be appeased by a mere 
50 cents lunch which we consider 
to be substandard, At present, 
students can purchase quality food 
off-campus at cheaper prices, We 
are also concerned with the many 
other institutions on campus which 
are not doing anefficient and satis- 
factory job. They include the 
Student 'lousing Office, the Stu- 
dem Health Center, and the Hornet 
Foundation. 

We do not wish to propose that 
we have solutions to these 
problems at present, but we sin- 
cerely intend ts seek acceptable 
answers and bring about positive 
changes. 

The second point of our platform 
deals with the role of the execu- 
tive branch. In the past the 
executive officers (i.e. the P resi- 
dent and Vice President) have 
taken a biased approach when faced 
with conflicts between specific in- 
terest groups.

Austin wants even-handedness 


Austin 


The main concern to which 
I'll devote my attention if elected 
as Student Senate Chairman will 
be the quality of education, It is 
my belief that, in addition to the 
extra-curricular activities which 
are under its jurisdiction, the stu- 
dent government should take 4 
more active role in influencing 
the policies of education itself. 

Other candidates for student 
government offices have, of 
course, made similar statements. 
However, there are certain notions 
and attitudes that are, | believe, 
detrimental to educationa! quality, 
which has permeated the whole 
college campus and, so far as I 
can tell, permeates the other cian- 
didates as well. 

Some of these attitudes, stated 
briefly, are: that education shouid 
be easy so that everyone can get a 
B.A. (or whatever); that univer- 
sities and colleges should pursue 
aims other than that of education 
(i.e, political indoctrine (or as one 
presidential candidate, whose 
signs promise “a pragmatic ap- 
proach,” stated, tht colleges 
should be a dispensor of ‘‘.,.radi- 
cal knowledge which made the old 
society and institutions ob- 
solete..."’, a sanctuary for revolu- 
tionaries, etc.’ that there is some- 
thing inherently wrong with going 
to college with the intent of 
furthering one’s career, that one 


should come for altruistic reasons, 
to acquire a certain frame of mind; 
that the faculty should have an 
increasingly greater say in educa- 
tional decisions; that in one ¢ itua- 
tion where 1\ faculty committee has 
denied temre to a professor but 
refuses to give reasons so as not 
to damage the professors’ reputa- 
tion, it is better, when that decision 
is challenged by that professor, to 
reverse the original decision 
rather than to state the reasons, 
particularly if that decision is 
protested by a certain number of 
students (we are going to get 
stuck with more miserable pro- 
fessors that way); and other such 
attitudes. 

If the student government is 
guided by such notions as it moves 
further into the field of educational 
decisions, its affect will, at best, 
be superfluous since it would be 
giving us more of the same, Other- 
wise, it may serve to accelerate 
the presently deteriorating quality 


of education. 

If elected as Student Senate 
Chairman, | shall, as the occasion 
demands, challenge these notions 
so that the net effect of student 
government actions wil) hopefully 
be beneficial. 

There are other ideas which I 
think could be dispensed with. For 
instance, there are various candi- 
dates screaming at the top of their 
lungs about apathy. The aim of 
student government is to make good 
decisions in whatever it does. 
There is no evidence that a larger 
than usual voter turnout will have 
any appreciable effect upon the 
quality of student governmental 
decisions. There are many such 
notions which ought to be ques- 
tioned. 

Another concern that I have is 
the competence of those who serve 
on the Student Senate. The per- 
formances of those who have 
served on the Senate this year 
(which includes a couple of my 
illustrious adversaries ) have been 
somewhat less than inspiring. 
There were at least four of five 
senators who have rarely attended 
the meetings. Most of those who 
do attend don’t appear to know 
what’s going off most of the time. 
There are only two or three who 
ever have anything to say when 
an issue is being discussed. The 
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comments made tend to be super- 
ficial, sometimes bordering on 
the assinine. I hope that if | 
am elected Senate Chairman, I 
will not get stuck with the same 
sort of senate which the present 
Senate Chairman was. 

Concerning the question of stu- 
dent government’s relation with 
various groups on campus, I be- 
lieve that ASSSC should at all 
times be fair and even handed 
with all groups, clubs, political 
factions, etc. which hasn’t always 
been the case this year. In the 
few positions that I’ve held in the 
past, the concensus of opinion 
at the time was that J was fair 
and impartial. A couple of years 
ago, | was appointed ASSSC Public 
Defender at a time when the Board 
of Justice was unusually active (I 
hear that they haven’t even met 
this year). 

I have defended various organi- 
zations such as Phi Kappa Tau, 
Ski Club, Marxist Film Club, Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society, 
etc. (I won most of them), before 
the BOJ, As a reporter for the 
State Hornet this year, | have 
always attempted to dea! with news 
stories in a fair and impartial 
manner involving those with whom 
I disagree. Again, the concensus 
of opinion seems to be, so far as 
1 can tell, that I have succeeded, 

If elected as Senate Chairman, 
I wil insist upon a policy of even- 
handedness on the part of the ASSSC 
government,

year cultural programs received 
$24,060, fine arts — $22,500, ath- 
letics — $41,000, and publications 
— $24,500. These four areas 
alone total well over $100,000. 
To gain admission to the activities 
which some of these areas spon- 
sor, and which you have already 
paid for, you are required to pay 
an additional fee. This is not 
practical, 


The Senate must certify and 
confirm that all appointees to the 
various student boards and student 
held positions are active and re- 
sponsible to the individuals they 
serve. Examples of the current 
situation are the fine arts board’s 
student chairman, who cannot be 
found — even for the important 
task of signing requisitions; and 
the women’s intramural coordi- 
nator, who managed to miss most 
of her board’s meetings and whose 
board is unaware of the amount of 
money available to them. Does the 
Hornet Foundation have at least 
two dorm students as representa- 
tives? No. I can assure you, 
that as chairman, | will lead the 
senate in choosing not idlers but 
workers. The senates in the past 
had neither goals nor guidance. 
I propose to abandon the policy 
of charging an admission fee to 
ASSSC funded activities; lower 
the prices in the bookstore, it is 
ridiculous to pay more for a book 
purchased for the 3rd time than 
when it was purchased for the 
2nd time; establish a Capitol 
Rap whereby the students would 
know what bills which affect them 
are before the legislature; did 
you know that SB 445 would give 
the campus police the power to 
carry firearms and would extend 
their jurisdiction — that AB 144 
wo:id make it a misdemeanor to 
violate campus rules — that AB 
949 would make a five point grad- 
ing system consisting of four 
passing and one failing level 
mandatory; encourage student- 
faculty interaction through student 
sponsored functions such as the 
Business school’s student-faculty 
picnic in Ancil Hoffman Park, 
These are only a few of the goals 
I have in mind, But you can rest 
assured that at the Student Sen- 
ate’s retreat, goals will be de- 
fined and plans made for the 
coming year. Your senate will 


be active, responsive, and re- 
sponsible. 
In the past, senate chairmen 


have been unyielding and unwil- 
ling to take action or or listen 
to a proposal other than their 
own, I believe the senate chair- 
man shovld work with and listen 
to all parties, and not merely 
those which he favors, I will be 
open-minded.

Platforms imply that all stated 
actions are planned, and that these 
actions will be successful. This 
seems to me to be much too 
limiting. I will, however, offer a 
few points worth examining. 

1, Are graduate acceptance 
policies a myth? What really 
constitutes criteria for graduate 
acceptance? 

2. Is a day care center econ- 
omically feasible? If it is not, 
why? And if so, could it be 
incorporated into the educations 
program? 

3. What facilities are available 
for student use? Are there more 
available than is presently known? 
If there is a shortage, can more 
space be made accessible? 


I am opposed to tuition. How- 
ever, my opposition seems futile 
in the light of the statement that 
“Tuition at the state college level 
is inevitable.” Tuition, I fear, 
will not mean more money for the 
colleges or universities. In refer- 
ence to the universities, tuition 
money put into the General Fund 
will only freeze other monies trad- 
itionally used for education or 
other projects. It does not nec- 
essarily guarantee more money 
to the universities. If this is, 
or becomes the case, students will 
be paying a higher price for the 
present quality of education; no 
more, possibly less, 

Whether the technical aspects 
of the university example can be 
reduced to the State College level 
is questionable. However, the 
overall effect could, or will be, 
largely the same. This does not 
even enter the sphere of more 
scholarships and grants. Will 
there really be more? 

Although the decision making 
poiicies are taking place largely 
outside the campus, { am also in- 
terested in the internal workings 
of our college. To be honest, | 
am running with the hope of gaining 
rs personal experience.
